The Chicago area is likely to get a light 
amount of snow Wednesday, a reprieve from 
the storm that walloped the region Tuesday 

The nearly 8 inches of snow that fell Tues- 
day was the most to hit Chicagoland since 
the 2011 Groundhog Day Blizzard, which 
dumped 21.2 inches on the area, according to 
the National Weather Service. 

As of 6 p.m. Tuesday, 7.7 inches of snow was 
measured at O’Hare, bringing the Chicago 
area to a total of 28 inches for the season, a 
bit less than the average snowfall season-to- 


date total of 30.5 inches. National Weather 
Service meteorologist Jim Allsopp said Tues- 
day’s storm through midnight would bring the 
area close to season averages after a relatively 
snowless start to winter. 

The Chicago area has seen more than 
10 inches of snow in a single day just 21 times 
since 1886. 

“This is certainly the heaviest snow we’ve 
had this year,” weather service meteorologist 
Andrew Krein said. “It’s a fairly uncommon 
event to get more than 6 inches of snow in the 
Chicago area.”

Proposed energy drink 
ban fizzles as City Council 
agrees to more debate

The perceived dangers to children posed by 
often-sugary, much-caffeinated energy drinks 
resulted in much talk but no action Tuesday 
during a City Council committee hearing. 

Aid. Edward Burke (14th) has proposed 
banning drinks with at least 180 milligrams 
of caffeine that also include taurine, an amino 
acid, or guarana, an Amazonian plant that 
contains caffeine. 

But like many an attention-drawing Burke 
proposal, it led to no vote— only an agree- 
ment for further discussion— even as it pro- 
vided work for well-connected lobbyists, at- 
torneys and consultants.

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Who’s playing whom in supercouple 
chronicle The Tomkat Project’

Before “The Tomkat Project” even opened, playwright Brandon 
Ogborn knew he had a hit on his hands. 

‘ikbout two days before opening night [the entire run] was com- 
pletely sold out,” he said of his two-act comedy about the failed 
marriage ofTom Cruise and Katie Holmes, which debuted in Janu- 
ary at Upstairs Gallery in Andersonville. ‘And we had a wait list of 
like 70 people.” 

The play, which reopens this week at The Playground Theater 
in Lakeview, spans 14 years (1998-2012) and features imagined 
scenes, real-life events— yes, including the “Oprah” couch-jumping 
scene— and verbatim dialogue, began as an idea for a two-person 
sketch show. But when Ogborn sat down to write, he ended up with 
a 75-page script and more depth than he’d anticipated. 

“Everybody comes and they want to laugh at this story— which they do,” Ogborn said, “but 
what makes it a bigger story is it’s not just about Tom Cruise and Katie Holmes, it’s about the 
way we look at celebrity couples— and the way that we’re fed by tabloids. So the second act 
is when it questions everything the audience saw and anything else they’re going to see in the 
tabloids about any famous people.” 

Given the number of tabloid headlines Cruise has generated, it’s not surprising that the play 
features more than 50 characters. What’s pretty remarkable, though, is that the cast contains 
only seven actors. We had Ogborn (who plays the role of narrator) and director EUy Green— a 
U.K. transplant from Britain’s Royal National Theatre —highlight who plays whom.

Bow Truss serves its own coffee 
and plans to keep at least two varieties, such as 
its Canopy/Technori blend with notes of peach 
and dark chocolate, on hand regularly ($2 for a 
12-ounce cup), along with a couple of espresso 
options ($3) and two to three pour-over variet- 
ies ($3). Although the shop doesn’t offer food 
every day, you may come across sweets from 
Fritz Pastry or another local specialty food pro- 
vider in a small pop-up shop inside.
